"We will begin work :at once, i

Had to put up $10 
000 guarantee when it took the fran- 
chise and $16,000 more on beginning 
work, of which $10,000 have been 
withdrawn, and the other $15,000 
may be when the plant is in opera- 
tion. The old company charged $60 
for residences and $72 for business 
'phones,' " 


"Alter carefully considering the 


cost of a telephone plant, its opera- 
tion, etc., and from hia experience 
so far in Indianapolis, Mr. Sheerin 
arrived at the following conclusions: 


The plant would cost from $130 to 


$150 per subscriber and the expense 
of operation, which he had figured 
very closely, would be from $18 to $20 
per annum for each subscriber, not 
including maintenance, taxes, in- 
surance nor depreciation. This lat- 
ter he figured to be from $4 to $8 per 
station, and maintenance about 6 
per cent per annum per subscriber. 


"He has under contract about 3,000 


subscribers, the rates for which are 
$40 per annum for business and $24 
per annum for residence service.
